Initial Comments 

Claims 1-19 are pending in the present application. Claims 
1, 2, and 11-13 are objected to because of certain 
informalities. The drawings and specification are also objected 
to. Claims 1, 11, 14, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement 
requirement. Claims 1-8, 10-13, and 15-19 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over IETF RFC 2109 in view 
of U.S. Patent 6,154,528 (Bennett). Claims 9 and 14 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over IETF 
RFC 2109 in view of Bennett and U.S. Patent 5,799,063 (Krane) .
